The  prime  objective  of  the  software  directory  is  to  provide  information 
about  the  capabilities,  scope  and  size  of  the  software  industry  in 
Alberta.  This  will  help  promote  the  industry’s  products  and  services  within 
the  province  and  to  national  and  international  audiences. 

The  specific  objectives  of  this  software  directory  are: 

•To  encourage  the  development  of  the  software  industry  in  Alberta  by 
describing  the  capabilities  of  firms  involved  in  software  development  and 
their  available  products  and  services. 

•To  provide  a document  for  prospective  investors  and  potential  collabora- 
tors who  may  be  attracted  to  Alberta  because  of  the  availability  of  certain 
capabilities  in  the  province. 

•To  serve  as  a marketing  tool  for  Alberta  software  products  and  services, 
both  domestically  and  internationally. 

• To  enhance  employment  opportunities  for  graduate  students  from 
Alberta’s  universities,  colleges  and  technical  institutes. 

This  directory  contains  data  on  software  industry  firms  with  offices  in 
Alberta.  The  data  was  collected  through  a seven-page  survey  completed  in 
May  1991 . This  directory  is  an  updated  and  revised  version  of  a previous 
one  done  in  1986. 

The  directory  consists  of  three  main  parts: 

• Company  listing  and  company  profile. 

• Executive  officers. 

• Software  categories  and  products. 

In  the  company  profile  section,  basic  information  on  the  company  is  sup- 
plemented by  information  on  the  technical  environments,  applications  and 
target  market  of  the  company. 

An  edited  company  profile  with  information  on  products  and  other  detail 
relative  to  specialization,  research  and  development  and  marketing  infor- 
mation is  also  provided. 
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Summary 


Survey  of  the  Software  Industry  in  Alberta 


During  1990-91,  Alberta  Technology,  Research  and  Telecommunica- 
tions commissioned  a survey  of  the  software  industry  in  Alberta  with 
the  aim  of  producing  a directory  of  software  firms  in  the  province.  To  that 
end,  some  1500  firms  in  all  fields  of  computing  and  related  service  indus- 
tries, such  as  hardware  vendors,  time-sharing  service  companies,  consult- 
ing firms  and  others,  were  surveyed  through  a mail-out  questionnaire. 

Only  202  firms,  whose  software  products  were  created  in  Alberta,  or  who 
had  substantially  added-value  by  altering,  enhancing,  modifying  or  upgrad- 
ing software  for  sale  were  considered  for  the  directory. 

Below  is  a brief  summary  of  the  main  survey  findings,  derived  from  the 
data  provided  by  the  respondents.  The  data  is  aggregate  and  does  not 
represent  all  the  companies,  as  many  did  not  provide  statistical  data.  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  primary  purpose  of  the  survey  was  to  create  the 
directory  and  not  to  elicit  detailed  financial  and  other  information.  There- 
fore, the  conclusions  are  extrapolations  and  best  estimates  only. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  250  firms  have  direct  involvement  in  software 
development  and  production  in  Alberta. 

• Total  revenue  generated  by  these  firms  directly  from  software  product 
sales  in  Alberta  is  estimated  at  $80  to  $120  million. 

• 67%  of  firms  have  revenues  of  under  $500,000. 

• The  firms  employ  some  5,040  persons,  not  all  of  whom  are  actively 
working  in  software  production. 

• 54%  of  firms  have  less  than  seven  employees. 

• over  45%  of  the  firms  surveyed  are  less  than  five  years  old. 

• 92%  are  headquartered  in  Alberta. 

• 58%  are  based  in  Calgary,  while  37%  are  in  Edmonton.

The  CADPIPE 
series  of  piping  design  packages,  along  with  Electrical  and  Structural  form  the  major  part  of  a full 
plant  design  system. 

Products  presently  run  on  IBM-PC  386  or  compatible,  using  AutoCAD  as  the  base  graphics  driver, 
(that  is,  the  AutoCAD-related  ISS  software  manipulates  the  drawing  and  customizing  capabilities 
of  AutoCAD  to  produce  drawings  complete  with  materials  information).  All  the  software  is  menu- 
driven  and  makes  extensive  use  of  database  tables  that  contain  the  dimensions  of  piping 
components. 

ISS  is  proceeding  to  develop  fully  integrated  CAD/CAE  software  offering  complete  plant  design 
solutions  in  the  following  disciplines:  piping,  mechanical,  structural,  electrical,  civil,  instrumentation 
and  project  engineering.

The  WNDX  Corporation  is  a privately-owned  business  incorporated  in  Alberta.  The  company  has 
developed  a computer  software  technology  that  enables  software  manufacturers  and  authors  to 
quickly  create  the  graphical-user-interface  portion  of  a software  application  on  one  computer 
system  and,  by  simply  re-compiling  their  source-code,  move  the  graphical  application  to  many 
different  computer  systems.
